Charles W. Minard principal of the Mar- 
Quette school, was suspended yesterday by 
Mrs, Ella Flagg Young, superintendent of 
schools, Mrs.° Young announced the sus- 
pension of the principal at a meeting of the 
school management committee of the board 
of education in the afternoon. 

Minard has been under a cloud for some 
time because of ¢ciPcumstances attending his 
hasty, second marriage following close upon 
the suicide of his first wife at their home in 
Maywood. 

The charges against Minard are of a gen- 
eral nature, based principally on newspaper 
accounts published regarding him and oral 
statements made to Mrs. Young. The latter 
are not detailed by the superintendent in 
the typewritten report adopted by the com-, 
mittee. 


Notice Sent to Minard, 
Information regarding his suspension was 
sent to Mr. Minard at Grand Rapids yester- 
day by President James B. McFatrich of the 
board of education. 
‘** Publication. from time to time in the daily 
newspaper end oral comntunicatione to the 
superintendent of schools indicate a state of 
affairs in Mr. Minard’s life which, Iif.-left 
without investigation, will be very injurious 
to the teaching body of the city. 
‘Definite statements made in the daily 
newepaper, uncontradicted by Mr. Minard or 
his friends, cannot be reconciled with the 
substance.of a letter written to the superin- 
tendent by Mr. Minard, early in the summer 


at the time of his wife's death.”’ 


Charges Made Before Committee.

were: 

That the scandalous accusations, insin- 
uations, and innuendoes appearing al-

The corporation approached was the Re- 
public Electrie company, 617 to 631 West 
Jackson boulevard, which had been awarded 
the contract of supplying sixteen Pittsburgh 
transformers to the district at $829 each. 
President H. W. Young of the company re- 
sented the idea of being forced to give his 
bend to the Smyths. ; 


Letter Asks About Bond. 
He wrote a letter to an official of the dis- 
trict, in which he said: 
“In regard to the bond which we are to 
carry on the transformer contract just 


‘awarded us, would say that we believe the 


Pittsburgh -Transformer company has al- 
ways had these bonds placed through a New 
York-Chicago bond house, the name of which, 
I believe, is the American Surety company. 
As a rule the Pittsburgh company prefers 
these bonds on their annual arrangement, but

has solicited our bond I am asking Pittsburgh

Still Balks on Payroll. 

Afi effort to reach*an agreement between 
the factions of the trustees by which the em- 
ployés would be paid their July and August 
salaries, was made yesterday. President 
Smyth recently statell that he would be glad 
to have the employés paid and would aid 
in that direction if. those employés he had 
‘‘ @ischarged "’ were eliminated from the roll. 
The five majority proposed to him yesterday 
that he sign the salary warrant for the en- 
tire pay roll of’ July and August. 

If he would do that, they promised in writ- 
ing to pass an order directing that none of 
the discharged employés be paid until thé 
controversy is settled by court action. Mr. 
Smyth declined to enter into such an agree- 
ment. He asserted that he “ never’ would 
sign the salary warrant for $53,644, but would 
insist upon signing each individual pay 
check. 

F. A. Randall; bridge designér, gave notice 
during the day that he will quit the employ 
of the district tomorrow. Mr. Randall re- 
eeives $2,000 a year and does not like the 
idea of being forced to wait two months for 
George M. Fish, engineer at the 
Thirty-ninth street station, protested ° be- 
eause of lack of pay, He said he has boughta 
home on the installment plan and the seller 
is insisting that the payments be made regu- 
larly. Fish gets $90 a month. 


. Put Blame on Smyth. 

The situation is fast becoming critical, and 
the five Republican members, yesterday is- 
sued a forma! statement indicating the trou- 
bie which may arise. Itis signed by Trustees 
Clark, Williams, Bergman, Pauliin. and 
Healy. It gives the proposal made to Pres- 
ident Smyth and places the responsibility- 
upon him because the employés are not paid. 

“Many employés,”’ reads the. statement, 
“have families to support. Failure to pay 
the employés of the district for services ac- 
tually rendered is likely to result in a whole- 
sale desertion of ths zervice. 

“If the competent and trained employés 
of the electrical department should abandon 
the service the city, park systems, and other 
municipalities receiving electrical energy 
from the sanitary district may be left in 

darkness, and incalculable damage may be 
suffered by the district in the destruction of 


machinery.”

DOOR FOUND BY ACCIDENT. 


Fugitive in Hole Covered with Blanket 
“+ Level With Floor. . 


Weiind a concealed door in the wall of 
Sam Sing’s launcry, Waukegan, detectives 
yesterday afternoon found Chow Fu Hun, al- 
leged slayer of Lee Yip Wing. Quick action 
prevented him from shooting his captors. 

Chow Fu Hun is accused of killing Lee 
Yip Wing and dangerously wounding Moy 
Dong Tong, a cousin of Frank Moy, king of 
Chinatown, last Tuesday; Hun is said to be 
an outlawed member of the dep Sing tong. 
Lee Yip Wing was a member of the Lee so- 
clety. 

The capture of Chow Fu Hun came after 
two futile searches yesterday afternoon. 
Detectives Norton and Ryan of the Harrison 
street station searched-the laundry in Gen- 
essee street about. noon. They found noth- 
ing. . 

Second Search Also Fails. 

At 1 o’clock Norton left Ryan to watch 
the laundry. Going to the office of Chief 
Atterbury of- Waukegan, Norton enlisted 
both the chief and Assistant Chief Tyrrel in 
the hunt. 

They returned to the laundry at 2 o’clock 
and ‘made a second search. It resulted in 
nothing. ¢ they were strolling out Chief 
Atterbury fovea his foot disgustedly against 
the wall. * It had been thought that this 
wall was the front termination of the base- 
ment, but it answered hollowly tothe chief's 
blow. .

LAUDS PLAN 


Declares Judges and Other Officials 
Should Be Included. 


Williams Grove, Pa., Aug. 31.—Senator 
Robert M. La Follette of Wisconsin, speak- 
ing at the mass meeting held under the aus- 
pices of the State Grange. Patrons of Fius- 
bandry, today casually mentioned the presi- 
dency, but did not discuss reciprocity or 
other national issues. | 

The reference to the presidency was made 
toward the close of his speech. In telling of 
battles for his principles in his home state 
he said he could have been \governor before 
he was elected if\he had desired the place 
for the honor alone. 

* But,’’ said he, “what is it to.\be governor 
or president when for the honor of it alone’ ” 


Likes Own Little Part. 

After a pause he continued:— 

“As to the presidency, I will say oniy 
this: Most anybody would like to be presi- 
dent. Most anybody who has a good broad 
conception of the conditions that exist in this 
country would like to be, if he could work 
things out and bring the government bac¥ 
to the people of the United States. 

“I would rather have the little part I'r 
going to have—and nobody gn earth can 
take it away from me—the little part I'm 
going to have as one of the men who help to 
make that movement the fundamental thing 
in the life of the American people. 1 would 
rather have that and the place it will give me 
in history and what there will be as a legacy 
to my children than to have the place that 
some men who have been president will have 
in the history of this republic.’’ 


Recall Not Dangerous Plan. 

The speaker said the people need not fear 
the initiative, referendum, or recall. 

“ They need fear no ultra or radical legis- 
lation,’ said he, “‘ because you can’t enlist 
a majority of 90,000,000 of people nm anything 
unless it is right. The American people are 
the most conservative;on earth.” 

Wisconsin, he asserted, was one common- 
‘wealth in the union where there is govern- 
ment in the interest of the republic. He re- 
viewed railroad legislation and other sub- 
jects connected with its recent political his- 
tory, and, after discussing the referendum 
and recall, was about to close when some one 
in the audience called out: 

“How about the recall of judges?’ 

“It's just the same for judges as it is for 
any other officials,’’ retorted the speaker.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—[Special.}— 
Comprehe nsive preparations are making for 
fhe anti-trust legislative campaign ‘in con- 
gress next winter. 

The commissioner of corporations soon will 
issue two additional reports upon the steel 
industry of the nation. These will complete 
an investigation which has extended ‘over 
six years. 

The complete report of the commissioner 
of labor into steel mill conditions will be 
published soon by the government printing 
office. The Stanley committee is inquiring 
into every angle of the business: ‘of the steel 
sorporation: 

Fihally, the department of justice is pre- 
paréd to initiate proceedings for the dissolu- 
tion of the steel corporation, unless it shall 
reorganize in compliance with the decision 
of the Supreme court in the Standard Oll and 
tobacco trust cases; but it looks now as if 
ho action would be taken by the department 
until the Stanley committee has completed 


4ts inquiry. 


Inquiry Developes Material. 

The purpose of the Stanley commitee is 
primarily to make capital for use4n the next 
political campaign, but no one denies thas 
it has’ developed a great deal of material 
which will be valuabie to the department of 
justice in any prosecution it may initiate 
and to congress in its consideration of amend- 
ments to. the anti- -trust law. 

“ The senate committee on imterstate com- 
merce will hold hearings in the fall in connec- 
tion with the proposed legislation, caling 
upon a number of prominent men to testify. 
Finally, there will be available for the use 
of congress the report of the commission cre- 
ated by law to investigate the issuance of 


_ gtocks amd bonds of railroad corporations {| 
Its conclusions doubtless will apply to the 


other corporations engaged in interstate 
business. : 

Thus there will be ample information for 
consideration when congress reconvenes in 
December. The two legislative issues of the 


mext session will be the tariff and the. 


strengthening of the anti-trust law. 


President May Urge Imprisonment. 

So far ~s the tariff is concefned, Mr. Taft 
already has announced he will recommend 
the revision of the wool, cotton, iron ané@ 
and leather schedules of the Aldrich 
law. But his recommendations as to e 


'gnti-trust law are not known precisely. 


That_he will advocate the upholding of the 
law cannot be questioned, and to make it 
more effective -he is likely to urge a change 
making the punishment for violation pena! 
instead of by fine or imprisonment. 

Congress is in a temper, however, for dras- 
tic legistation for the suppression of trusts 
or for the establishment of an economic 
policy which shall go to the root of the cor- 
poration question. 

The majority in both houses fs disposed to 
regard thetariff arid the anti-trust campaigns 
as having direct relation to each other; the 
tariff as the “ mother of trusts” and the 
corporations as criminal offepring. Both will 
be charged in congress and tn the next cam- 


_ paign as responsible for the high cost of | 


living. 
Federal Regulation an Issue. 

Involved in this important legislation is 
the federal regulation of corporations doing 
an interstate business. Almost two years 
ago, Attorney General Wickersham framed a 
bill, which the president submitted to con- 
gress, contemplating the granting of federal 
licenses to such corporations. It was not 
pressed by the adiministration because of the 
desire of Mr. Taft to await the decision of 
the Supreme court in the Standard Oi) and 
tobacco. trust cases, 

Now that the court has clea 
distinction between “ reasonablt " and “ un- 
reasonable ’’ trusts, it will be possibile for the 
administration to so modify the bill as te 
make it more satisfactory in dealing with this 
important feature of national life. 

Unless ‘the administration bill be radically 
changed, it will not be enacted.

[Crime Increasing 


Among Women. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 31.—[{Special.J—Their 
growing activity is responsible for an increase 
in crime among women, in the opinion of 
President Nathan William MacChesney of) the 
American Institute of Criminal Law and 
Criminology, expréssed in the conference of 
the institute today, 

“With the growing activity of women 
there seems to be an increase of crime among 
them,” MacChesney said. “ Certain crimes are 
more common among thtm than among men, 
Among these crimes would naturally be in- 
cluded infanticide, but the crime of poisoning 
is also included, in the commission of which 
women number 70 per cent. Great Britain has 
the greatest percentage of female crime; it 
amounts there to 25 per cent, while, in 
America, as a whole, it is but 10 per cent." 

President MacChesney said that the, most 
serious problem was the fact that one-seventh 
of the number of women committed to prisons 
have already been committed from eleven to 
twenty times, But there is a much greater 
percentage of crime here than in England, ac- 
cording to MacChesney. The proportions 
quoted are one to every 1,764 in England, and 
one to every 750 in America, 


Look forthe Comet Tonight. | 


When darkness falls tonight the brightest 
comet seen this year may be observed heveriine 
over Chicago. Frederick C. Leonard, the boy 
astronomer of Madison Pank, has had his eye 


—aided by a three inch telescope—on the comet | 


for a week. He has identified it as that dis- 
covered last July by Prof. William R. Brooks 
of Smith observatory, Geneva, N. Y. 

After having had the comet all to himself 
for seven days, watching it wax in brightness 
until a telescope no longer was necessary to 
make it visible, Frederick turned over his prize 
to the city at large yesterday. 

“The comet wiil be near the northern cross,” 
said the 16 year old astronomer. “ While the 
néw comet may be seen without artificial 
strengthening of the optics, I should advise that 
those who wish to inspect it use opera glasses. 

“Through my telescope I have been able to 
discern a nucleus, surrounded by a hazy coma. 
There also seemed to be some indications of a 
tail. Perhaps Friday night the simple opera 
glass will roves! these conditions.”

Gossip of the Theaters. 


Chicago, Aug. 30.—[To the Dramatic Editor. ] 
—So many inquiries are, coming to the Chi- 
cago Theater society from dramatic authors 
regarding our plans that: we ask permission 
to state through your columns what our or- 
ganization proposes to do during its first sea- 
éon, 

Our society is not a “new theater” or an 
“endowed theater”; it is at present merely 
an association for guaranteeing a play pro- 
ducing season of ten weeks with Donald Rob- 
ertson’s Drama Players, under the manage- 
ment of the Messrs. Shubert. In consideration 
of our guarantee the Chicago Theater society 
is given the right to select the plays and ap- 
prove the players—a plan that secures for us 
the dramas we want and an efficient company, 
without any detail of business management. 
We have no control over the season outside of 
Chicago, but it is probable that Mr. Robertson 
will use the same material during his fifteen 
or twenty weeks’ preliminary tour. Hence, the 
plays produced by us will get a first class rep- 
ertory production, and the authors of success- 
ful new plays produced under our auspices 
will receive a proportionate share’ of the roy- 
alties. This answers the ‘question so often 
asked of us, “ What inducement is there for 
the playwright?” There is, it seems to me, a 
flattering inducement. 

First of all, we believe that ‘there will be 
great, distinction in being one of the three 
American authors chosen. Second, if the plays 
interest the special pubHc which we are or- 
ganizing, they can and will be presented many 
times during the season, and at the end of the 
‘season each stands a good chance to continue 
in the regular channels of theatrical produc- 
tion. Use of a play in our repertory will not 
end its life. On the contrary, the special pub- 
licity given it will be of great advantage. 

The plays are to be passed upon by a com- 
mittee composed of five members of the so- 
clety’s board of directors, assisted by several! 
well known literary men. As secretary of the 
society, as well as one deeply interestéd in the 
development of the American drama, I am giv- 
ing a careful reading to every play sent in. 
The plays for our first season must be decided 
upon by Nov. 1, 

I would like to add a few words as to the 
character of manuscript we invite. They 
should be American in subject, and may be 
historical, sociological, satirical, or frankly 
fantastic—but they must be complete. We 
have no time for scenarios, and no use for ill- 
prepared work. We are. reading plays: for 
originality of cOnception and strength of dic- 
tion as well as -for characterization. The 
commercial appeal of a manuscript is -held 
secondary to its literary qualities. We will 
welcome departure from the worn dramatic 
formule, 

After our decision !s rendered the arrange- 
ment for production will be made (for the sea- 
son) through Mr. Lee: Shubert and our dra- 
matic director, Donald Robertson. 

It remains to say that*this is only the be- 
ginning ,of large plans. We hope some time 
to havea stage of our own.

It is claimed that French 
physicians prescribe buttermilk for babies 

when sweet milk does not agree with them, 
and sometimes it agrees with invalids when 
other nourishment cannot be retained on. the 
stomach, I ittermilk-is highly recommended 
for people troubled with gout or rheuma- 


tism, and for those with liver troubles. It 


is used to a certain extent by nearly all 
cooks, but it might be advantageously em- 
ployed in a greater variety of dishes.” |

In his convention address as president of the National 
Association of Master Bakers, Mr. Paul Schulze, of Chicago, declared that 
home-made bread was responsible for much of the indigestion and dyspepsia - 
among the American people and that the product of the modern, sanitary 
bakery was better in every way than the loaf baked in se kitchen oven, 
where facilities were utterly inadequate. 4 


Not since bread-making began has there biden such a tremendous discussion over the 
relative merits of baker's bread and home-made bread. Nearly every newspaper in the country has discussed the 


question editorially. 


telegraphed him their approval or disapproval. 


In order.that his attitude may be clearly  alleaieealdl and because of the fact ii bie a 
small portion of the speech as originally delivered appeared i in the public press, his remarks with reference to home- 
made bread are herewith reproduced in detail: 


They (the housewives) are proud 


of their cooking, and so are their folks, 
and they think they are doing their duty 
by baking at home. 

Their kitchen equipment is such 
that they can’t possibly bake a big loaf 
clear to the center without burning the 
outside. Their ovens, like those of all 
kitchen stoves, are incapable of develop- 
ing the proper temperature, and are 
devoid of the necessary moisture. 

The long suffering stomachs of 
their families continue to pay the penalty 
of this mistaken sense of duty. Hundreds 
of thousands of wives and mothers are 
wondering today why their folks have so 
much trouble with indigestion and dys- 
pepsia. cm - 

The American housewife—the 
American mother of today—is an earnest 
and sensible individual, but very “‘set in 
her ways.’ She has good reasons (or 
thinks she has) for her present household 
habits and methods; and whenever these 
methods are found to be behind the 
times, it takes mighty sound and persist- 
ent argument and demonstrations to in- 
duce her to abandon them for modern 
ways. She is still z ced by working 
methods adopted in her girlhood, when 
bakery conditions were entirely unlike 
what they are now. 

The average housewife still be- 
lieves it is her duty to bake her own 
bread. Her mother taught her so, and her 
mother’s recipe was handed down to wa 
for this purpose. 

She received her training, in 
other words, when the baking industry im 
this country was in its infancy, and when 
every thrifty housewife considered it sheer 
extravagance to buy her bread if she 
could -possibly bake. it herself. 

Not only. this, but she felt her 

own bread was better than baker’s bread. 
Occasionally, of course, she ‘“‘had bad 
luck with her baking,°* with the result that 
her folks had to eat up a batch of sogey, 
indigestible stuff with most of the taste 
burned out of it. 


But those things are bound to 
happen in the best regulated families, and 
as the ps gg en batch represented 
good money, thr it away seemed 
out of the question—her folks jugt had 
to eat it. 


But while the prosent qunersion 
of American housewives has w- 
ing up in our midst, the baking regener 
has been steadily advancing. It has nade 


‘ guch sggides that the bakery of today is 


utterly unlike that of the early days—but 
the bread that is being baked in the home 
kitchen today is very dittle change:! irom 
the home-made bread of a generatic.n ago. 


The kitchen fire is still inade- 
quate — still bakes with a dry, uncertain 
heat, that has nowhere near the germ-éz//- 
img power of the modern baker's great 
ovens. Yet the fact remains that many 
American housewives still look upon the 
bakery as something handy in an emer- 
gency but by no means capable of turn- 
ing out a loafas good and pure and whole- 
some and delicious as: she can bake with 
her own hands. 


Their early training and their

PROTECTED GAMBLING. | 
“That there is protected gambling in Chi- 
cago I deny. That there is any gambling 
in Chicago of which the police department 
has knowledge I also deny.”—Chief Me

This statement was made by Joe Kipley 
when he was chief thirteen years ago. Joe 
had his good points as a statement makee, 
too.

THEY GAVE HIM AN ALTERNATIVE. 

Four labor sluggers who were found guil- 
ty last month of assault with intent to kill 
would like a new trial. They caught a 
steamfitter at work and told him that if he 
did not take off his overalls they would kill 
him. He saw from their looks that they 
meant business, and he did not argue with 
them, but quit his job sooner than be killed, 

The attorney for these men argues that 
they cannot legally be found guilty of an 
assault with intent to kill, because they gave 
the steamfitter an alternative. He had a 
choice between taking off his overalls and 
death, and he chose the first. If he had re- 
fused to doff hff’overalls and then had been 
shot, the attorney admitted there would 
have been manifest intent to commit murder 
—but not till then. 
A century ago this legal quibbling might 
have helped men out of a scrape, but it can- 
not now and here. We know that when 
labor sluggers pounce upon workingmen 
with an unlawful demand that they quit 
work, they intend to kill them if they do not 
obey.

FARM AND CITY. 
Recrelary Wilson has often urged the 
farmers and the city people to trade at first 
hand. Then the farmer would get more for 
the kindly fruits of the earth and the latter 
would pay less for them. Some Pennsyl- 
vania farmers, thinking the idea a good one, 
are studying prices in New York City. 
They are astonished to find how much less 
they get for farm produce than what con- 
sumers have to pay. 

There is no question that if farmer pro- 
ducer and city consumer could be brought 
nearer together it would be to the advantage 
of both. At this time, when city housewives 
are bewailing the high cost of living, cheaper 
potatoes, eggs, butter, etc., should be an 
object. They should urge organized farm- 
ers to be their own commission merchants 
and establish central depots to which city 
purchasers could resort. .To a limited ex- 
tent that would be perfectly feasible. The 
experiment should be made,

Lord Dunmore has likewise seen active 
service in the Boer war, umder Kitchener 
in Egypt and in the Soudan, but retired from 
his lMeutenant coloneicy of the Sixteenth 
Lancers on succeeding to his father’s earl- 
dom in order to devote himself te. the man- 
agement of his family estates. 

He is married to a Miss Kemble, daughter 
of the Scotch laird who owns the greater 
part of the Isle of Skye, has written two 
or three good books of travel and is known 
by the nickname of ‘‘ Long Fin,” owing to 
the fact that the title which he bore until 
he succeeded to the earldom was that of 
Viscount Fincastle, and that his stature ips 
altogether abnormal—he stands 6 feet 4 in 
his stockinged feet. 


The late Lord Benepe was a frequent. 
visitor to this country and took part in the 
civil War, serving on the staff of Gen. Robert 
BE. Lee during the last eighteen months of 
the conflict; Although holding a commis- 
sion in the royal navy as Capt. Charles Mur- 
ray, he had previously, under an assumed 
name, commanded, during nearly three years, 
the Nashville and other blockade runners, 
peing one df a number of Englishmén of 
birth, fortune, and title who embarked in 
the blockade running enterprise for the sake 
of the excitement and adventure. He will 
be remembered as the inventor and orig- 
inator of the now popular form of entertain- 
ment known as the smoking concert. 

The late earl was also famous as an ex- 
plorer, and one of his principal feats im this 
capacity was the ride on horseback from 
Peking to Constantinople. When he got back 
to England he published a volume describ- 
ing the journey, which resulted in an odd 
controversy in the London Times. 

In his book he asserted that one of the great 
central Asian rulers by. whom he had been 
entertained on his journey was so convinced 
of divine consideration that he was.in the 
habit of granting free passes to heaven by 
means of letters of recommendation ad- 
dressed ‘‘to my brother Gabriel.”’ Either 
a copy of the book or else some newspaper 
recapitulating this story must in some won- 
derful manner have reached central Asia, for, 
nearly a year afterwards, the London Times 
received a letter from the potentate in ques- 
tion, which it published, and in which he 
denounced the earl as a liar, declaring that 
he had made but a poor return for the. hos- 
pitality received.

The earldom of Dunmore was originally 
created in fayor of Lord Charles Murray, 
second son of the Marquis of Atholl, and 
who was master of:the horse to King James 
II.*s daughters, Princess Mary and Princess. 
Anne, prior to their respective accessions to 
the throne. It was this first Earl of Dun- 
more’s grandson who was the last British 
governor of Virginia, and, while his memory 
is obnoxious to that part of the United 
States, owing to his wanton destruction of 
property in the war of independence, he 
was sufficiently attached to Virginia to give 
its name to one of his sons, and also to 
cause it to be igiven to several of his grand- 
daughters. 

It was this peer’s daughter, Lady Augusta 
Murray, whose marriage to King George 
ILI.’s son, the Duke of Sussex, at Rome, with- 
out the sanction of the crown, led to the 
.enactment of the so-called royal marriage 
law, which rendered unions contracted by 
the members of the English reigning house 
illegal unless the consent of the sovereign 
in council has previously been given under 
the great seal of England. 

There was a son born to this union be- 
tween the duke and Lady Augusta Murray. 
He figured in English society for many years 
under the name of Sir Augustus Murray 
d’Este, and, on account of his pretensions 
to royal rank, was a source of no end of 
trouble and annoyance to the royal family 
during the early part of. Queen Victoria’s 
reign.

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Lord Dunmore has many American rela- 
tives. One of his cousins, Henry Murray, 
married the daughter of Samuel Babcock 


oo isan aunt of the German 
empress. e late Sir Charles. Murray, a 
granduncle of Lord Dunmore, married the 
daughter of James Wadsworth of Genesee, 
N. Y., by whom he had a son, Charles Mur- 
ray, who has sat in parliament and has spent 
several years in the diplomatic service. I 

Another son of Sir Charles Murray was 
that unfortunate Ceci] Murray who died ofa 
dose of cyanide of potassium on an ocean 
liner while on the way from Southampton 
to' New York. It was ascertained that the 
cyanide of potassium belonged to his cabin 
mate, a Maj. Frederick Helbert, of one of 
the militia battalions of the English. army. 
It was also found that he had left a will, 
written on: shipboard, bequeathing his en- 
tire fortune to this Maj. Helbert, although 
he had only made his acquaintance two weeks 
before sailing for America. 

In spite of these extremely suspicious cir- 
cumstances the difficulty of bringing home 
any definite proofs and, above ali, the dif- } 
ferences of opinion as to; the question of 
jurisdiction, no proceedings were brought 
against Maj. Helbert, and, while it is doubt- 
ful whether Cecil) Murray’s will in his favor’ 
would have been admitted to probate by any 
English court of justice, the major, ‘by 
threatening to make it the basis of a suit in 
which certain feminine entanglements of 
young Murray would have been revealed, 
knowledge of which he had obtained by the 
examination of Murray’s papers, was able 
to extort from his family a considerable 
pum of money. 

After a subsequent career of fraud here in 
America, where he was éxtensively enter- 
tained and accorded the courtesies of the 
best clubs in the leading,cities, Helbert was 
dismissed from the army, and, when last I 
heard of him, was “doing time” in an 
English rasan eal | for robbing a London 
jeweler.

National Commission “Turns 
Down” Plea of Ameri- 
. ean Association. 


SETS SEPT. 10 FOR REPLY. 


Declares Territory Will Be Pro- 
tected if Minor League Fails 
to Renew Agreement. 


Cincinnati, O., Aug. 31.—In a finding, minus 
all ifs and ands and as n as it’ is firm, 
the National baseball conmhission‘today not 
only rejected every demand made upon it 
by the American association, but went far- 


ther in stating that if the American associa- , 


tiom decided not to operate upder the rules 
of organized baseball that teams would be 
placed in every city on that circuit. While 
no mention of a league to do battle with the 
American association was made, yet it was 
implied to an extent that could not be mis- 
understood. 

The American association is given until 
Sept. 10 to give an answer to the secretary 
of the commission, and ‘upon this answer 
will hinge the question whether there will 
be a baseball war. In its finding the national 
commission took particular pains to place the 
brunt of the worry on the shoulders of the 
association.

‘TAXATION ON POSTAL SAVINGS. | 


New York Attorney General Says Ex- 
emption Applies Only to State 
Bank Deposits. 


Aibany, N. X¥., Aug. ¥1. —Money on depos 
in postal savings banks is subject to taxa- 
tion, according to an opinion given today 
by Attorney Genera! Carmody to the state 
board of tax commissioners. ‘Ine attorney 
general holds that the state tax [aw which 
exempts from taxation money aue saving 
bank depositors was intended to apply only 
to savings banks proviaed tor in tne state 
banking law. 


Puzzle for Federal Officials. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 31.—Officials of the 
postoffice department were reticent about 
discussing the opinion given today by 
Attorney General Carmody of New York to 
the effect that postal savings bank deposits 
are subject to taxation. This isthe first time 


} that the question has been brought to the 


attention of the department: and it is felt 
that Mr. Carmody has raised an important 
issue. No one wae found willing to dispute |. 
his contention. | 

The act establishing postal sayings deposi- 
tories is silent on the question of taxation 
of money 80 deposited, but provides that the
